feasibility and economics. 

He added that in any event 
the city was in no position to 
deny the state and federal gov- 
ernments the right to fix the 
route, since they will pay all 
construction costs,’ about $20,- 
000.000, and 90 per cent of the 
estimated $11,000,000 right-of- 
way cost.

Urges Better Air Service. 


In a talk before the Young 
Republican Club at Hotel Chase 


last night, Mehan’ charged

St. Louis as an air transporta- 
tion center. 

“The recent pressure for bet- 
ter air service for St. Louis 
has been exerted largely by the 
Chamber of Commerce — the 
city administration has merely 
tagged along,” the G.O.P. can- 
didate asserted. “The adminis- 
tration has shown a lack of 
initiative and imagination in 
this area.” 

He said the city should have 
a separate department of air 
transportation under a direc- | 
tor “whose sole responsibility 5 
should be to organize the citys 
efforts to get better service 
through better schedules and 
equipment to and from the 
major cities of America. 

“As a further basis for im- 
proving our position as an air 
transportation center, a com- 
mittee made up of representa- 
tives from each of the airlines 
serving St. Louis should be or- 
ganized to promote, plan for 
and advise on air transporta- 
tion for St. Louis.” 

Mayor Cites Veto Policy. 


Mayor Tucker, in a talk be- 
fore the Twenty-eighth Ward 
Democratic Organization last 
night, cited his veto policy on 
spot-zoning as a factor in pre- 
venting deterioration of neigh- 
borhoods. 

He promised, if re-elected, to 
continue to be guided by the 
city plan commission on zoning 
matters. There has been a 
sharp reduction in aldermanic 
spot-zoning bills since an ordi- 
nance was adopted in 1955 re- 
quiring prior consideration of 
such bills by the plan commis- 
sion. 

“Changes In zoning must be 
evaluated in terms of the gen- 
eral effect on the neighborhood 
involved,” Tucker said. “They 
must not be enacted to meet the 
demands of an individual prop- 
erty owner who might be moti- 
vated by personal reasons rather 
than the general welfare.”

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Beck Suspended 


Dave Beck, boss of the Teamsters’ union, has 
been suspended as a vice president of the AFL- 
CIO and as a member of its executive council. 
The council also ordered its Ethical Practices 
committee to make a thorough investigation of 
his affairs and of the union in general. And it 
set May 20 as the date on which Beck may 
reply to charges based on this investigation. 

These decisions are thoroughly sound and, in 
the words of Senator McClellan, they “should 
be applauded by the rank and file of the union 
throughout the country.” Also worth underscor- 
ing is the Senator's further remark that “it is 
very encouraging that this labor organization 
has not only adopted codes of ethics but evi- 
dences in this fashion its intention to enforce 
them.” 

All this, of course, still leaves Beck—and 
those of his associates also under fire—in power 
in the Teamsters’ union. But the union officers 
are beyond the jurisdiction of the national labor 
federation. The officers of an individual union 
may be brought to an accounting only by the 
members of that union. Yet the AFL-CIO ac- 
tion certainly makes action by the Teamsters’ 
rank and file much easier than if they were 
without this influential support. 

President George Meany and the other mem- 
bers of the AFL-CIO council, of course, are 
aware that invocation of the Fifth Amendment 
is not a proof of guilt. They know that Beck 
has not been convicted or even indicted on any 
charge of abusing his Teamsters’ office. So 
they did not base their décision simply on 
Beck's appearance before the McClellan com- 
mittee. They also took into account his own 
statement that he had “borrowed” $300,000 to 
$400,000 of union funds for his personal use. 
And they ordered an investigation and allowed 
reasonable time for it. The labor federation 
is following a pattern of “due process.” 

It would have been more sensational, no 
doubt, if the council had taken the dramatic 
step of expelling the Teamsters from the AFL- 
C1O. But this would have been imposing sen- 
tence before a solid case had been made against 
the accused. It would have been punishing in- 
nocent and guilty alike. And it might have 
been most unwise, especially in view of the 
spréading indignation among members of the 
union. 

Experience, especially on the New York wa- 
terfront, has shown that the expulsion of a 
racket-ridden union does not mean the end of 
its activities. Expulsion enables the federation 
to wash its hands of what it does not approve, 
but it also leaves the honest members of such 
a union without any safeguards within the 
framework of organized labor. 

By suspending Beck while an investigation 
is being made, the AFL-CIO council chose a 
procedure Which should lead not merely to ac- 
tion against an individual but also to the rescue 
of a union. The Teamsters’ cleanup is well 
under way and the rank and file of organized 
labor in all unions can be most grateful. 
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Military Aid in Asia 

Most of the reports to a special Senate com- 
mittee studying foreign aid have been strongly 
in favor of maintaining or expanding the mu- 
tual assistance programs. One which goes in 
the other direction is worth noting. It was 
filed by Clement D. Johnston, board chairman 
of the United States Chamber of Commerce, 
after a visit to Vietnam, Thailand, Cambodia, 
Laos, Burma and Indonesia. 

Mr. Johnston believes military aid to these 
countries should be sharply curtailed. The 
threat of external Communist aggression, he 
Says, is not sufficient to justify the present level 
of military aid. In some cases the armed forces 
which our funds support serve primarily to 
keep the present governments in power against 
their domestic rivals. 

In Cambodia, Laos, Thailand and South Viet- 
nam, says Mr. Johnston, the military forces are 
larger and more heavily equipped than the 
needs of internal security require. The great 
need of the people, he argues, “is to be let 
alone militarily so as to devote maximum effort 
to correcting a deplorably low level of educa- 
tion, sanitation and economic productivity.” And 
he adds that a reduction in armed force lev- 
els will reduce the temptation to “seek mill- 
tary adventures across ill-defined national 
boundaries.” 

This is a point of view which deserves seri- 
ous study in Congress. In discussing foreign 
aid there is a tendency to lump together all 
forms of assistance, and assume that all are 
equally desirable or undesirable. Actually there 
may be some countries where aid of one type 
is doing little good while aid of another type 
needs to be expanded. We should like to see 
Congress examine with a critical eye all the 
military aid programs, to see whether any of 
them should be reduced to make way for a 
more effective form of assistance. 
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Movie Stars and Taxes 

The Internal Revenue Service has knocked 
another chip off the federal income tax struc- 
ture. This time the beneficiaries are the movie, 
radio and television stars who incorporate them- 
selves. They command a degree of sympathy 
because the earnings of some of them are ir- 
regular. Like authors, they may have a big in- 
come and pay a big tax one year, and then have 
a reduced income for the next year or two. 
Since the personal tax rate runs as high as 91 
per cent, it might—before the new ruling~ 
leave some such people with relatively little 
money to carry from a fat year into a lean one. 

The precedent which has been set, however, 
is a questionable one. As corporations, such 
Stars are subject to a maximum tax of only 52 
per cent. In the past the Government has re- 
fused to recognize an individual who actually 
is on a salary as eligible for the corporation 
rate, So the stars now include their own per- 
formances and those of their supporting cast, 
directors and writers in a “package.” 

If the star retains 80 per cent or more of 
the corporation's earnings, he is subject to taxa- 
tion at a rate even higher than that on personal 
incomes. Under the circumstances, nobody is 
likely to do that. The net result therefore is a 
tax bill lower than would be incurred if salaries 
were paid directly by picture producers or 
networks. 

Even though the stars had a legitimate com- 
plaint, this seems a devious way of meeting it. 
Many other salaried and professional taxpayers 
may be able to adapt their incomes to the new 
pattern. Many more will not be able to do so. 
Thus a new element of inequality is introduced. 
As members of Congress and tax experts have 
said repeatedly, the federal tax structure needs 
an overhauling—especially for the plugging of 
loopholes. 

More than half of the national income now 
escapes taxation. Some exemptions, of course, 
are justified. Yet if a larger part of the na- 
tion's earnings were subject to taxation, lower

taxpayers would benefit in proportion, instead 
of only those who win a special ruling. What

makes the collection of a tax more difficult 
than a spreading conviction that it is not as 
fair as it should be. 
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More Money for County Schools 

Tuesday will be a day of decision for a ma- 
jority of the 29 school districts in St. Louis 
county. With few exceptions the individual 
districts have been forced to ask for substantial 
increases in their tax rates. Unless the voters 
say Yes, the districts may find it difficult to 
continue current levels of schooling. 

School tax rates in the county have followed 
a sharply ascending curve since the end of 
World War II when the real rush to the suburbs 
began. Year after year householders have agreed 
to higher levies for the sake of their children. 
Some may be beginning to wonder how long 
the trend will continue. This is a complex prob- 
But two 


steps can be taken to ease the load. 

First, the school districts through their indi- 
vidual Boards of Education ought to see what 
can be done to bring equity to the assessment 
rolls. As things stand now, newer residents are 
likely to be paying far more than their fair 
share of the school burden. 

This is because County Assessor Deuser has 
failed to keep property valuations in step with 
the times. Until the county completes its long- 
promised parcel-by-parce] reassessment, inequity 
will continue to be the order of the day. 

Second, as was clearly pointed out in findings 
of the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey, few of 
the county’s existing school districts are large 
enough to be both educationally and economical- 
ly sound. And since school costs taxe well over 
half of the average householder’s annual tax 
payment, this is a serious matter. 

Enlargement of the existing districts through 
further consolidation, the Survey points out, 
would (1) spread the tax base over larger areas, 
thereby tending to .equalize educational oppor- 
tunities; (2) cut down on overhead and permit 
a greater portion of the school dollar to be ap- 
plied to instruction, and (3) permit an improved 
educational program to be offered. 

Responsibility for leadership in this field fs 
assigned by statute to the six members of the 
County Board of Education. This is their prin- 
cipal duty; they are charged with planning con- 
solidations, and they enjoy the right to submit 
those plans directly to the people for approval. 
While the number of districts has been cut from 
86 to 29 in the last 10 years, even that much 
of a reduction is still not enough. 

Dr. Raymond C. Sunderman is president of 
the County Board. The five members are Loyal 
Gibbs, Valley Park; Fred A. Gossom, Universi- 
ty City; Mrs. Jules H. Kopp, Clayton; Paul A. 
Leupold, Affton, and Russell Rosenhauer, Le- 
may. They are elected by school board members 
of all the county districts. Board members in 
the districts will be elected Tuesday. 

Now that it is clear that many of the indi- 
vidual districts are too small to be efficient, 
the householder who pays has a right to demand 
that Dr. Sunderman and his colleagues come to 
grips with their statutory responsibilities. And 
if the individual School Boards use their influ- 
ence to see that a real effort is made to bring 
equity to the assessment rolls, so much the better. 
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Mutual Savings in Missiles 

The agreement whereby the United States 
will supply Britain with intermediate range 
(1500 mile) ballistic missiles is important for 
several reasons even though such weapons may 
not be perfected for five to 10 years. 

The United States is ahead of Britain in sev- 
efal aspects of the missiles field, particularly 
in the IRBM branch. The research and devel- 
opment expenses in all missile projects are 
amazingly high. By this new agreement it 
will be possible for Britain to make big savings 
in money, man-hours and materiel, And once 
the IRBM is in ready supply, Britain will put 
them on her own bases thus saving the United 
States the expense of developing and manning 
such bases on foreign soil. 

Under the law it is necessary for the United 
States to keep the nuclear warheads for these 
missiles under American control. But they 
remain nearby for any sudden emergency. Even 
as matters now stand Britain should have a new 
sense of being guardian of her own security. 

Other members of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization are certain to feel that they too 
should share the IRBM and there is no valid 
reason why they should not do so. 
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Why Uncle Sam Should Insure 

General Electric's declaration of the urgent 
need for atomic power plant liability insur- 
ance from the Federal Government is one with 
which we believe there will be widespread 
agreement. The particular business of Congress 
now should be not so much whether to do it 
as how to provide this unprecedented insurance 
in the wisest way. 

For as Senator Anderson of New Mexico, a 
member and former chairman of the Joint Com- 
mittee on Atomic Energy, has said, the Gov- 
ernmem is going to have to offer insurance no 
matter who builds and operates the plants. 

If the Government builds and operates some 
of the plants, as we hope-in the interest of rea- 
sonable expedition it will, Government will do 
the insuring as a matter of course. If private 
enterprise is to build any of the plants, 
federal insurance is a prerequisite, since the 
total potential liability cannot be insured 
against in any other way and could be so large 
as to wipe out the private company. 

Lacking private participation, the Federal 
Government would have to build and operate 
the plants anyhow, as well as insure them. 

The reason ihe matter is urgent in the case 
of General Electric is that the plant the com- 
pany is interested in, near Joliet, Ill, is al- 
ready under construction. Work was started 
on the assumption that federal liability insur- 
ance would be forthcoming, and the deadline 
for pulling out of the contract in event that as- 
sumption should prove unjustified is but nine 
months off. 

Privately owned insurance companies have 
pooled their resources and agreed to extend 
liability coverage to atomic: electric plants to a 
top limit of $50,000,000 or $60,000,000. That 
sum itself is said to be larger than the liabili- 
ty coverage of any existing industry, yet it is 
dwarfed by the potential liability from a single 
accident, estimated at $500,000,000. 

It is to insure the risk beyond the point to 
which the insurance companies are willing to 
carry it that the Federal Government is being 
called upon. The private enterprises involved 
thus assert in no uncertain terms that the elec- 
torate—-which will bear the ultimate load—has 
a large and vital interest in getting action on 
peacetime use of nuclear energy. They will 
plead the case for insurance with a better 
grace, and a clearer logic, if they recognize that 
in response to this same interest the Govern- 
ment should be building and operating some 
atomic power plants also,

Management Field—a mouthful of a 
title—has been looking into Teamsters 
operations in the Northwest and. put- 
ting a spotlight on an unsavory picture. 

A parade of witnesses has testified 
that Teamster officials in the North- 
west forged alliances with racketeers 
to control city government in Portland, 
Ore., to take over state law enforce- 
ment “from the district attorney to 
the Governor's chair,” and to operate 
an underworld setup of gambling 
places, pinball machines, horse rooms, 
and houses of prostitution. 

Many of the damaging charges which 
have been made still have to be proved. 
The vast majority of the Teamsters 
Union rank and file—and a goodly pro- 
portion of its officials—are law-abiding, 
sound unionists. 

But the baronial, racketeering fringe 
has got the senatorial wind up. And 
committee investigators will move from 
the Northwest to New York shortly, 
where they will bear down on the activ- 
ities of James Hoffa, powerful No. 2 
man of the union, and his role in issu- 
ing charters to some very flimsy union 
locals set up by Johnny Dio, a labor 
racketeer now awaiting trial for con- 
spiracy in the acid attack on labor col- 
umnist Victor Riesel. 

How did the Teamsters get into this 


_—— —_ 


kind of situation? Labor experts see 
a good many contributing causes. For 
instance: 

Power opens the door to corruption, 
and here there is a lot of concentrated 
union power. 

Teamsters drive the trucks on which 
industry is utterly dependent. A hand- 
ful of truck drivers on strike can close 
down a plant employing 5000 men. 

Conditions are still unstablized in 
the trucking industry. It is the only 
big business in the United States which, 
except for its longhaul carriers, has no 
governmental supervising agency. 

Now the increase in interstate truck- 
ing fleets and national food chains has 
impelled Teamsters heads like Mr. 
Hoffa, who heads the Teamsters Cen- 
tral States Conference, to push toward 
regional and national agreements. 

This is still a growing time for a 
union which packs a tremendous wallop 
along the industrial-labor front. 

Particularly in the Northwest —in 


Mr. Beck's Western Conference of 
Teamsters—its leaders have been “‘em- 
pire builders.” 

That is, they have reached out to 


take in nonteamster unions—more than 


John L. Lewis's catch-all District 50 
ever corralled. 
Cannery workers, dry cleaners, fill- 


ing station operators—the unorganized 
—have been organized. The union has 
become a labor empire, pretty big for 
its britches. 


Here, as in some other spots along 
the labor front, big union pension 
funds have been. tempting. 

Where pension funds are controlled 
by labog officials rather than trustees 
representing wider authority such as 


management, labor and the insurance_ 


companies, funds have been misused. 


A bulging treasury also tempts to- 
ward misuse of funds. Witnesses be- 
fore the McClellan committee have 
testified that Teamsters funds were 
used to finance bars and taverns. 


Now that the Senate probe is making 
headlines, what happens? Will the 
Teamsters reform and clean house? 

The senatorial] publicity will help the 
reformist drive. The government may 
have to step in with laws to cut down 
jurisdictional raiding and misuse of 
union funds. 


Municipalities and states can root out 
the tied-in civic corruption. Union 
members who take pride in their union 
can help mightily. 

But the cleanup won't be any over- 
night job. 
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Flagrantly Underpaid Lawmakers

A special election will be held April

Bolilen denied yesterday that 
he. was being transferred from 
Moscow to Manila against his 
will. 

Bohlen, who has headed the 
emibassy here for four years, 
also disclosed he will leave 
Méscow April 18, much sooner 
than had been e 

The 52-year-old career for- 
eign service officer explained 
it was thought desirable to have 
an ambassador in Manila as 
soon as possible in light of the 
death in an airplane crash of 
President Ramon Magsaysay. 

“I regard this transfer as en- 
tirely normal,” Bohlen said. “I 
have in no way questioned the 
decision nor sought to have it 
changed.” 

He said he had offered to re- 
main in Moscow for up to one 
more year but that a major re- 
shuffle of diplomatic posts was 
going on now and that it was 
normal for the State Depart- 
ment to find more easily a logi- 
cal successor for him now than 
in a year’s time.
